About 30 participants from North America and Europe have accepted 
invitations to speak (see attached list), but participation by many of these scientists 
will be dependent upon our ability to provide financial support. As you can see 
from the list of speakers and talks, the meeting will bring together the very best 
scientists in the world studying transcriptional regulation. Hence, we anticipate that 
it will allow a synthesis of data from diverse areas including oncogenesis, 
immunology, hormone action and basic transcriptional mechanisms. Moreover, 
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this meeting will be the only major conference on transcriptional regulation in the 
United States this summer. - 

We are trying to raise at least $38,680 for partial support of participants’ travel 
and registration expenses (approximately $1,018 each). Thus, I am writing you to 
inquire about a possible contribution. Senior-invited speakers as well as junior 
investigators would be eligible for support; in fact, the support is needed most by the 
junior scientists. The conference will be advertised by FASEB to their entire 
membership, as well as in various journals and Society Newsletters. It is expected 
that a large number of people will apply. Attendance is limited to approximately 190 
individuals, including speakers. It is important to involve young people in such a 
meeting, but they often have the most limited resources.
